ACHILLEA: Milfoil or Yarrow

to 24 inch stems. Fine for cutting. June-July. 


Each 45c, Three $1.15, Doz. $3.50 
Pale yellow flower clusters on sturdy 18 inch stems 
from June until September. Grows in any soil and 
just the plant for a hot dry place. 


Each 45c, Three $1.15, Doz. $3.50 
Compact grey mats of foliage with large flower 
clusters of bright yellow on 6 inch stems. June. 


AJUGA: A fine ground cover
